WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Following is the text of the President’s 
address to Congress today: 

‘‘Gentlemen of the Congress: 

‘‘T have again asked the provilege of addressing you because we are 
moving through critical times during which it seems to me to be my duty 
to keep in close touch with the Houses of Congress so that neither counsel 
nor action shall run at cross purposes between us. 

‘¢On the third of February I officially informed you of the sudden 
and unexpected action of the Imperial German Government in declaring 
its intention to disregard the promises it had made to this Government 
in April ‘last and undertake immediate submarine operations against all 
commerce whether of belligerents or of neutrals, that should seek to 
approach Great Britain and Ireland, the Atlantic coasts of Europe, or 
the harbor of the eastern Mediterranean and to conduct those opera- 
tions without regard to the established restrictions of international 
practice, without regard to any considerations of humanity even which 

might interfere with their object. That policy was fortwith put into 
practite. It has now been in active execution for nearly four weeks. 

‘¢It’s practical results are not fully disclosed. The commerce of 
other neutral nations is suffering severely, but not, perhaps, very much 
more severely than it was already suffering before the, first of Feb- 
ruary, when the new policy of the Imperial Government was put into 
operation. We have asked the co-operation of the other neutral Govern- 
ments to prevent these depredations, but I fear none of them has thought 
it wise to join us in any common course of action. Our own commerce 
has suffered, is suffering rather in apprehension than in fact, rather 
because so many of our ships are timidly keeping to their home ports thes 
because American ships have been sunk. 

‘‘Two American vessels have been sunk, the Housatonic and the 
Lyman M. Law. The case of the Housatonic, which was carrying food- 
stuffs consigned to a London firm, was essentially like the case of the 
Frye, in which it will be recalled the German Government admitted its 
liabiljty for dafhages, and the lives of the crew, as in the case of the Frye, 
were safeguarded with reasonable care. : 

Congestion of Commerce Growing Serious. 

“The case of the Law, which was carrying lemon-box staves to 
Palermo, disclosed a ruthlessness of method which deserves grave con- 
demnation, but was accompanied: by no circumstances which might not 
have been expected at any timé in connection with the use of the sub- 
_ marine against merchantmen as the German Government. has it... 
“In sum, therefore, the situation we find ourselves in with regard to 
the actual conduct of the German 'submarine warfare against commerce 
and its effects upon our own ships and people is substantially the same 
that it was when I addressed you on the third of February, except for 
tying up of our shipping in our own ports because of the unwillingness | 
of our ship owners to risk their vessels at sea without insurance or ade- 
quate protection and the very serious congestion .of our commerce which 
has resulted, a congestion which is growing rapidly more and more se- 
rious every day. 

‘‘This in itself, might presently accomplish, in effect, what the 

' pew German submarine orders were meant to accomplish so far as we 
are concerned. : 

‘We can only say, sharglicé!” that the overt act which we have ven- 
tured to hope the German commanders would in fact avoid has not oc- 


% 


curred. 

‘* But, while this is happily true, it must be admitted that there have 
been certain additional indications and expressions of purpose on the 
part of the German press and the German authorities which have in- 
creased, rather than lessened, the impression that, if our ships and our 
people are spared, it will be because of fortunate circumstances or be- 
cause the commanders of the German submarines which they may happen 
to encounter exercise annexpected discretion and restraint rather than 
because of the instructions under which those commanders are acting. 

‘‘Tt would be foolish to deny that the situation is fraught with 
the gravest possibilities and dangers. No thoughtful man can fail to 
see that the necessity for definite action may come at any time. If we 
are, in fact, and not in word merely, to defend our elementary rights as 
a neutral nation, it would be most imprduent to be unprepared. 

Wants Power of Congress Him. 

«7 cannét in such circumstances be unmindful of the fact that the 
expiration of the term of the present Congress is immediately at hand, 
by constitutional limitations, and that t would in all lkelihood require 
an unusual length of time to assemble and organize the Congress which 
is to succeed it. :

“I feel that I ought in view of that fact, to obtain from you full and 
immediate assurance of the authority which I mdy need at any moment 
to exercise. No doubt I already possess the power without special war- 
rant of law, by the plain implication of my constitutional duties and 
powers; but I prefer, in the present circumstances, not to act upon gen- 
eral implication. I wish to feel that the authority and the power of the 
Congress are behind me in whatever it may become necessary for me to 
do. We are jointly the servants of the people and must act together and 
in their spirit so far as we can divine and interpret it. 

‘No one doubts that it is our duty to do so. We must defend our 
commerce and the lives of our people in the midst of the present trying 
circumstances, with discretion, but with clear and steadfast purpose. 
Only the method and the extent remain to be chosen, upon the occasion 
if occasion should indeed arise, 

**Since it has unhappily proved impossible to safeguard our neutral 
rights by diplomatic means against the unwarranted infringements they 
are sufiféring at the hands of Germany, there may be no recourse but 
to armed neutrality, which we shall know how to maintain and for 
which there is abundant American precedent. 

‘It is devoutly to be hoped that it will not be necessary to put 
armed forces anywhere into action. The American people do not de- 
sire it and our desire is not different from theirs. I am sure that they 
will understand the spirit in which I am now acting, the purpose I 
hold nearest my heart and would wish to exhibit in everything I do. I 


“am anxious that the people of the nations at war also should under- 


stand and not mistrust us. I hope that I need give no further proofs 
and assurances than I have already given throughout nearly three 
years of anxious patience that I am the friend of peace and mean to 
preserve it for Amerjca so long as I am able. 

**T am not now proposing or contemplating war or any steps that 

need lead to it. I merely require that you will accord me by your own 
vote and definite bestowal the means and the authority to safeguard 
in practice the right of a great people who are at peace and who are 
desirous of exercising none but the rights of peace, to follow the pursuit 
of peace in quietness and good will—rights recognized time out of mind 
by all the \cjvilized nations of the world. No course of my own choos- 
ing or of theirs will lead to war. War can come only by the willful 
acts and aggressions of CR - 
You will enderstantl why Lean oe no definite wredbiale or fore 
cast of action now and must ask for your supporting authority in the 
most general terms. The form in which action may become necessary 
cannot yet be foreseen. I believe that the people will be willing to trust 
me to act with restraint, with prudence, and in the true spirit of amity 
and good faith that key have themselves displayed throughout these 
trying months; and if is, in that belief that I request that you will au- 
thorize me to supply our merchant ships with defensive arms should that 
become necessary and with the means of using them and to employ any 
other instrumentalities or methods that may be necessary and adequate 
to protect our ships and our people in their legitimate and peaceful] pur- 
suits on the seas. I request also that you will grant me at the same 
time, along with the powers I ask, a sufficient credit to enable me to 
provide adequate means of protection where they are lacking, including 
adequate insurance against the present war risks. 

‘‘T have spoken of our commerce and’of the legitimate errands of our 
people on the seas, but you will not be misled as to my main thought, 
the thought that lies beneath these phrases and gives them dignity 
and weight. It is not of material interest merely that we are thinking. 
It is, rather, of fundamental human rights, chief of all the right of life 
itself. I am thinking not only of the rights of Americans to go and 
‘come about their proper business by way of the sea, but also of some- 
thing much deeper, mueh more fundamenta] than that. 

‘‘T am thinking of those rights of humanity without which there is 
no civilization. My theme is of those great principles of compassion 
and of protection which mankind has sought to throw about human lives, 
the lives of non-combatants, the lives of men who are peacefully at work 
keeping the industrial processes of the world quick and vital, the lives 
of women and children and of those who supply the labor which min- 
isters to their sustenance. 
but of rights which our hearts support and whose foundation is that 
righteous passion for justice upon which all law, all structures alike 
of family, of state and of mankind, must rest, as upon the ultimate 
base of our existence and our liberty. I cannot imagine any man with 
American principles at his heart hesitating to defend these things.’’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—President Wile 
son appeared before Congress at 1 o’clock this af- 
ternoon and asked for authority to place the United. 
States in a state of “armed neutrality” to restrict 


the German submarine menace. 

President Wilson, asking to be empowered to take whatever 
steps are necessary, which includes the arming of ships, the con- 
voying of merchantmen by war vessels or what other steps are 
necessary, made it plain again that he wanted peace, but not at 
the price of American lives and‘rights or by driving the American 
flag from the seas. Congress is expected not only to authorize the 
President to use the armed forces of the st but also to pro- 


vide money. 

Devoutly expressing the hope that it would not become neces- 
sary to ‘‘put armed force into action,’’ the President specifically 
asked for authority to supply American merchant ships with de- 
fensive arms, ‘‘with the means of using them’’ and to ‘‘employ 
anyother instrumentalities,’’ as well as a ‘‘sufficient credit’’ to 
enable him to provide ‘‘adequate means of protection. ’’ 

This, without being specifically in terms, Was a request for 
the use of the army and navy and the necessary money to make 
them effective. Behind the rights of Americans, the President 
declared, he was thinking of the rights of humanity, but through 
it all he proclaimed to the world a policy of peace, if peace be 
possible. He disclaimed thinking of war or steps that might lead 
to it, and declared that the American people wanted to exercise 
none but.the rights of peace. 

‘*No course of my choosing or of theirs,” said he, ‘‘will lead 
to war. War can come only by | the willful acts and aggressions 
of others.’’

To ask for authority to use the forces of the United States to protect 
American rights is nét in any sense to ask for a declatation of war, nor is 
it an act of war. 


It i@ to prepare the United States for what re th be warlike. acts by any 
other nation. 

Once hefora in the infancy of the republic &@ state of armed neutrality 
was proclaimed to check ‘‘predatory violence’’ upon American rights in the 
war between France and England, but it did not result actually in war for 
the United States. 

Whether another armed neutrality will mean war depends on whether. 
Germany realizes that the United States is ready to protect its neutral rights 
by whatever Means are netessary. 

With a full realization of the solemnity of the occasion the President 
took his détion today with the calm confidence that Congréss and the coun- 
try will stand béhind him. 


Feels He Should Have Addition al Authority. 

The President decided that before Congress adjourned for the session it 
was nécessary that hé be given additional authority to protect American 
rights. There have been reports that such a ite would be opposed in Con- 
gress, but he decided ‘to take the step regardless of that. 

Président Wilson is still confident that an extra session of Congress will 
be unnecessary. The situation outlined in his address, hé believes, is such 
tliat Cofigtéss wlll give him the desired authority ungrudgingly. He has care- 

fully looked up the precedent and found that on previous occasions the 
United States has taken the position éf armed neutrality without bringing 
abéut war. This conditién existed bncé in relation to France When American 
vessels were attacked by French ships interfering with American commerce. 

Steps leading up to the announcement that the President would go be- 
fore Congress came in quick succession early this morning. At 9 o’clock he 
summéned Secrétary Tumulty to the White House and soon afterward called. 
for Senator Stone. At 9:30 the deputy public printer was ¢alléd to thé ex- 
ecutive offices and given the manuscript of the President’s address. Soon 
afterward Secretary Tumulty made thé announcement.

“An armed neutrality is, in fact, an 
alliance of s@veral Powers, usually of a 
defensive character, though this is by 
no means essential.’ 

During the present war Holland and 
Switzerland have maintained what 
amounts to an armed neutrality, al-{. 
though it has’ been confined to land. 
Whén war broke out between France 
and Spain and France and Great Britain, 
neutrals became alarmed at the dangers 
with which the maritime rights were 
threatened and the Empress of Russia 
undertook to unite them in defense of 
their neutral rights. This formed the 
basis of treaties among Russia, Den- 
mark, Sweden, Holland, Austria and 
Portugal. They formed a league which, 
urder the name of armed neutrality, 
undertook to preserve inviolate thé mari- 
time rights of neutrals. These declara- 
tiens were recognized by the treaty of 
peace between Great Britain and France, 
and were the established law of nations 
when the United States, in 1783, was rec- 
oenized as independent by the Powers 
of the world. 7 

The last time the United States was 
in a state of armed neutrality was dur- 
ing the war betwéen Francé and En- 
gland, which ended with the downfall 
of Napoleon.

Gould decided to kill 
the coon with the butt of his “gun, 
rather than mar its hide with a shot. 
With his second blow Gould’s gun was 
discharged and he fell. A joad of small 
bird shot had entered his groin almost 
solidly, because of the nearness of the 
muzzle of the gun to his body, taking 
an upward course. Some of the small 
shot came out just below the chest. 
Reynolds paddled back to the million- 
aire colony at Jeky! Island and a party 
went for the body. 

Edwin Gould, father of the young 
man, was reached by wire at St. Augus- 
tine, Fla. He took the body to New 
York, where Mrs. Gould is with other 
members of the family. 


15 LOSE LIVES IN SNOWSLIDE 


15 Injured; 9 Bodies Recovered From 
Crushed Idaho Mine Bunk House. 
BOISE, Idaho, Feb. 26.—With Southern 

Idaho in the grip of one of the worst 

storms of the winter, attempts at rescu- 

ing the six undiscovered bodies remain- 
ing of the 15 men who lost their lives 
when a slide crushed their bunkhouse at 
the North Star Mine, near Hailey, early 
yesterday morning, have been aban- 
doned.

Says Owners Took Chances of 
Quitting Ports Before Safety 
Arrangement Was Made. 


BERLIN, Feb. 24, by wireless to Say- 
ville, Feb. 25.—An official statement with 
reference to the sinking of Dutch steam- 
ers by a German pti is given 
out through the Oversea News Agency, 
as follows: 

“According to telegrams received from 
Holland on Feb. 22 severali Dutch ships 
were destroyed which, with the agree- 
ment of Germiany, wanted to leave the 
barred “zone in a westwaro direction 
from Falmouth and Dartmouth. 

“In answer to this, it is stated in 
authoritative quarters that after the 
declaration of the barred zone, Lutch 
shipowners asked the British authori- 
ties to permit 33 steamers lying at Fal- 
mouth and Dartmouth, of which 20 were 
so with grain for the Dutch Gov- 

nt, to proceed out of the barred 
zone, heeich were still there after the 
expiration of the.time fixed (by Ger- 
rent: he 5. 
Exception Is Agreed to. 

“The German authorities agreed to 
this, making an exception in order to 
let the 20 cargods of graifi reach the 
Dutch Government, but the condition 
was added that the ships ought not to 
sail later than midnight, Feb. 10-11. 

“In this way the ships would have 

been able to leave in all safety the 
barred zone within the extended time, 
which was known to all submarines, 
and the termination of the pemiod Feb. 
12-13, . 
“The Dutch ship’s owner accepted this 
offer, but were, for unquestionable rea- 
sons, unable to get ‘their ships out of 
the‘ English ports .within the allotted 
time. They renewed their request for 
permission to sail later and were in- 
formed that the vessels could leave 
Dartmouth and Faimouth either in full 
safety on March 17 or with only rela. 
tive’ safety, Feb. 22, by an indicated 
route. 

“Eighteen of the,ships decided to sail 
on Feb. 22, traveling together. Word 
received “by Berlin on-Feb. 16 of this 
intention and» thereupon the ship- 
owners were universally informed that 
unconditional safety could not be grant- 
ed for Feb. 22, as there was no as- 
surance that the submarines engaged 
in the waters to be traversed would 
receive the wireless order. At the same 
time it was insisted that outside the 
indicated course no guarantee what- 
ever would be given with respect to 
the danger of mines. 

Says Owners Took Ciances. 

“Apparently, eight ships finally took 
upon themselves the risk of the trip. 
If the Dutch news ‘is eorrect that these 
eight ships were destroyed—one is said 
to have struck a mine near the English 
coast, while the other seven on the aft- 
ernoon of Feb. 22 were destroyed on 
the source indicated—it.is to be deeply 
regretted, but the responsibility falls 
upon the ship:owners, who preferred to 
send their ships under only comparative 
security on Feb. 22, instead of waiting 
until March 17, at which time full safety 
had been promised. 

“The report of our submarines 
not yet arrived.’’

WAR, HEAD OF PRINCETON SAYS 


Fresident Hibben Asserts, However, 
We Are Unprepared and Could 
Make Showing Only Against 

China. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 96.—John Grier 
Hibben, president of Princeton Univer- 
sity, speaking in a church here last 
night, eriticised.the United States for 
what he termed its lack of ‘“interna- 
tional conscience’’ in failing to join the 
entente allies against Germany, and de- 
clared America’s entrance into the war 
was a “‘solemn obligation." 

“We dismissed our German Ambassa- 
dor and we stand at present in readi- 
ness to war with Germany, yet Wwe as 
a nation are not prepared to go tO war 
with any country, Européan or Asiatic, 
except perhaps one—China. We could 
make a fair showing against China. 

“Why @re we so brave now? Let us 
be frank. There is only one reason 
and that is because we know the great 
British fleet “stands betWeen us and 
Germany. 

“TIT am free to confess that America, 
as a nation, has not risen to the appre- 
ciation of the obligation resting upon 
it.’ What have we done for Belgium? 
We have grown rich out ofthe misery 
of that country. We have>not: the first 
vestige of international conscience. 

“T do not~ wish to see Germany 
crushed, but I do wish that .over this 
ambition of a,world empire which Ger- 
many has had for the past' 4 years 
there should be written one word and 
that av is ‘failure.’ 


14 MEN KILLED WHEN FRENCH 
AIRSHIP WAS BROUGHT DOWN 


Berlin Ammounces Ammunition Ex- 
ploded When Disabled Craft and 
Crew Landed in Lorraine, 
BERLIN, via London, Feb. 26.—Four- 
teen men were killed hy the destruc- 
tion of the’French airship reported in 
yesterday's official communication to 
have been brought down by the German 
defensive fire.

CHURCH IN 1889, RETURNS 


Heresy Once Charged Against the 
Rev, Dr. R. C. Cave and He With- 
drew Views Sc..’'d to Be Unchanged. 


The Rev. Dr. Robert C. Cave, 75 years 
old, of 4624A Westminster place, was 
received yesterday into the membership

In receiving Dr. Cave back into the 
church of his former affiliation, the 
pastor, the Rev. Dr. B. A. Abbott, said 
Dr. Cave had not changed his views, 
and the church had not changed its 
doctrines, but that he was sufficiently in 
agreement with the church, on funda- 
mental matters, to be welcomed into 
membership.

Along the side of the Chaucians and the 
Cattans dwell the Cheruscans, a people who 
finding no enemy to rouse them, were en- 
feebled by a peace overlasting and uniform, 
but such as they failed not to nourish; a conduct 
which proved more pleasing than secure, since 
treacherous is that repose which you enjoy 
ameéngst neighbors that are very powerful and 
very fond of rule and mastérship. When re- 
course is once had to the sword modesty and 
fair dealing will be vainly pleaded by the 
weaker. Thus the Cheruscans who formerly 
bore the character of good and upright are 
now called cowards and fools.and the fortune 
of the Cattans who subdued them grew imme- 
diately to be wisdom: In the ruin of the 
Cheruscans the Tosians, also their neighbors, 
were involved and in their calamities bore an 
equal share, though in their propersity they 
had been weaker and less considered. 


What a peace at any price policy did for that 
German tribe’nineteen centuries ago may it not 
do for the Cheruscans of today? 
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MAIL-ORDER WHISKY. 

Mail-order whisky houses of St. Louis, Kansas 
City and other places announce that they are pre- 
paring to wind up their business. With the in- 
crease in bone-dry territory under state laws and 
the Federal enactment, their prospect of the old 
profits is vanishing. Even if Congress grants 
them leeway until October, the end cannot be long 
delayed. 

Are we to see no more in pamphlets and adver- 
tisements those pictures of gleaming decanters 
and glasses promised as a bonus to the careful 
man who laid in a half a dozen bottles at one 
time and at “cut” rates rivaling the “cut glass’’? 
How we shall miss the tempting descriptions of 
the Real Stuff, the Tanglefoot, the Old Time 
Booze and other familiar brands! There was ‘‘ad’’ 
writing that was “ad” writing. 

With county after county wheeling into the

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ARGUMENTS FOR MILITARY TRAIN ING 


BY PROF. HENRY C. EMERY 
of Yale University. 
One of the most profitable investments this 


country can make, from the standpoint of 
universal businéss, is universal service and 
training. There can be no question about 
that. 

It has been an old theory of the economists 
for years that there are two great costs in 
the maintenance of military establishments, 
one the money cost year by year paid out 
of the taxes, the other what is supposed to be 
the great economic loss in the employment 
of a large number of young men in nonpro- 
ductive activities. Neither of these is quite 
justified. Of course, there is the money ex- 
pense; I do not need consider the question as 
to how that compares with other expenditures. 
I only call your attention particularly to the 
fact that the money spent by Germany before 
the war in maintaining her great establish- 
ment was one-third the*amount spent by the 
Germans for beer. 

If the American people were willing to sac- 
rifice, say, two things, chewing gum and going 
to the movies, we could maintain an army 80 

' big that nobody would dare to look at us 
from across the way. These expenditures, 
when compared with the real expenditures of 
living, the things we care for, are very small. 
But it makes no difference how much the ° 
amount is, it does cost money, of course, to 
maintain a large military establishment. But 
then it takes money to build a Union Pacific 
Railroad; it costs money to build a Panama 
Canal; it costs money to build any great con-— 
structive enterprise. 

The question is, what do you get back for 
your money, and the question of the actual 
dollars and cents invested is of no importance. 
It makes no difference whether you spend 
$100,000,000 or $500,000,000, from the economic 
point of view; the question is, are you getting 
a fair return on your money? My argument

‘Gains of the Churches in 1916. 


as churches of the United States 
have not suffered financially frora 
the European war and the in- 
creased cost of living, nor has their or- 
dinary rate of growth been reduced the 
past year. They have given freely to- 
ward the millions of money sent to the 
war-afflicted populations of Europe and 
Asia, yet maintained their own regular 
work, evangelistic, missionary, benevo- 
lent, and educational, with undiminished 
force, The Year Book of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America for 1917, edited oy Dr. EK 
Carroll, gives full Statistics, showing 
that the religious bodies, Catholic, Prot- 
estant and Eastern Orthodox, had in 
1916 an aggregate of over 40,000,000 com- 
municants or members, crossing the 
forty million mark by about 17,000. Tine 
net increase of the year was 747,000, or 
204,000 more than the increase for 1915. 


‘has been about 39,000,000 or 61 per cent. 


In 1890 the total religious strength was 


20,618,000, so that in 26 years  sintheortieas 
the net increase has been 19,399,000 or *4 
per,.cent, while the gain in the popula- 
tion of the country for the same period 


The churches, therefore, gained faster 
than the population. P 


Of the gains in 1916 about 216,000 were 
of the Roman Catholic and some 800,000 
of the Protestant bodies. Among the 
latter, 136,000 are credited to the Meth- 
odist, 132,000 to the Baptist, and upward 
of 79,000 to the Presbyterian and Re- 
formed group. The Episcopal Church 
had a gain of 27,000, and the Lutheran 
bodies of 20,000. 


The 30 constituent bodies of the 
Federal Council report a total of 17,99%,- 
000 communicants, a gain in 1916 of about 
254,000. Except for an extraordinary re- 
vision of the returns of the Disciples of 


Christ. causing an apparent ldéss of 


‘about 185,000, the’ utes at Gie chuvebal, 
comprising the Federal - ‘Council would 
have been much larger. : 


The gain in 1916 in number of churches. 
was small, only 7, 
year,. however, there was a net loss. 
The smaliness. of the increase this year 
is due to decreases reported by several 
denominations and denominational! 
groups. The Disciples of Christ sustain 
an ‘apparent loss of 769 caused by faulty 
meéthod of counting in«previous years; 
the Methodist Episcopal Church losses 
68, the Northern Baptists 33, the North- 
ern Presbyterians 97, the Episcopalians 
7. These and other losses reduce the 
considerable gains of the Roman Catho- 
lices, 199, the United Brethern, 70, the 
Lutheran Synodical Conference, 106, etc. 
It is quite probable that churches, par- 
ticularly in the rural regions, are being 
closed: or. merged for the sake of econ- 
omy and efficiency.

Prallel Plays Range From Supers 
Spectacle to an Ordinary

A GOOD while ago one of the Eastern 


railroads found .that its business

That job stood for years as the biggesc 
thing in railroading. 

David W. Griffith, in “Intolerance,” 
shown at the Shubert-Garrick Theater 
last night, has given the screen @ four- 
track picture which is the biggest thing 
lin moviedom, and runs three hours by 
the Babylonian sun-diail. If anyone— 
and it is most likely to be Griffith him- 
self—shall later outdo “Intolerance” 
with a six-track film, we will have to 
go early, as we did for ‘‘Parsifal,”” and 
have tea in the intermission, Or coffee, 
if you prefer—but coffee isn’t needed to 


-|keep one awake, at a Griffith show 


whatever its length. 

A four-track railroad can haul an 
extra-fare, limited passenger train on 
one track, an ordinary class of freight 
on another, arid give service of an in- 
termediate quality on the other two.

You 
aren’t even thinking whether you are in 
your seat or out of it, and it is likely 
that you are more than half in the lat- 
ter condition.

Thriller on Track Twe. 

From this picture, with its remark- 
able union of scholarship and filmcraft, 
the change is made repeatedly to a mod- 
ern scene which ranks as a movie 
thriller, and very: little more. It is 
about a man and wife who suffer 
through two mistakes in the adminis- 
tration of justice, due chiefly to the 
man’s bad associations before his mar- 
riage. 

Meddling women, who pose as “uplift- 
ers,’’ and who are financed by a “foun- 
dation,”’-established by an employer en- 
riche by oppression of his workers, 
make matters worse for this pair. * They 
take the woman’s baby from her because 
they chance to find in her room a bottle 
of whisky which she had borrowed for 
a cold, and later a glass of beer, which 
a neighbor had brought her with a tray 
of lunch. The husband is convicted of 
murder on circumstantial evidence, but 
the uplifters have nothing to do with 
this, except in their indirect relation to 
the strike which drove him from home 
and sent him to the city in the first 
place. The truth about the murder is 
learned just in time to save the man 
from hanging, after a race between the 
train on which the Governor is riding 
and an. automobile. 

All this, if it is anything but just a 
thriller of the ordinary 10-cent sort; is 
an argument against capital punishment. 
The author, however, chooses to treat 
it as a sermon on intolerance, and ap- 
plies that term to the public feelinz 
against the man accused of murder, and 
to the antics of the uplifters, who may 


at\gome time have had their living coun- 
terparts, but who cannot be called ty,z- 
ical in any Targe sense. Charity and 
sociological workers have more than 
they can do to meet the urgerit demands 
cf plain conditions, without going out of 
their way to persecute the poor. An in- 
cidental attack on prohibition includes 
a picture which shows a group of well- 
dressed men, unable to buy the chief in- 
gredient of a highball, secretly distillinz 
their own whisky. There seemed to me 
to be some moonshine about this. 

The third and fourth tracks of ‘“In- 
tolerance’ are traversed by a story ot 
the persecution of the Huguenots in 
‘Ifranee in the sixteenth century, culmi- 
nating in the massdaere of St. Bartholo- 
mew; and a series of pictures from th.
